WEEKLY REVIEW. 


General business in canned foods shows marked im- 
provement—Failure of tomatoes to advance puzzles 
many—California has a heavy frost. 


The ups and downs of the market have been many but 
not of any great importance during the past week. Rumors 
are increasing in number as to why the crops of the coming 
season will be short, while the buyers are equally energetic 
in producing good excuses for not taking in stocks at pres- 
ent. 

One section of the country reports that general busi- 
ness in canned foods is at a standstill, and that no interest 
whatever is being manifested by the jobbers, due to a recent 
deluge of offernigs of spot stock, which caused the impress- 
ion that there is no scarcity and that prices may recede. 
Almost before that report could be read, another report 
comes from a different section, stating that prices on spot 
tomatoes have advanced and that sales are frequent and of 
good proportions. These contradictory rumors or state- 
ments, as the case may be, are accepted with a grain of 
salt and a happy medium established. 

The report of ‘sales from the Daily Tomato Market 
Reporting section of the Association during the past week, 
have been very good, and the sales on Friday, the 19th, 
were at good prices and a few large blocks changed hands. 
The indications from this source of information, force one 
to believe that prices are due to advance somewhat in the 
very near future. But in view of the fact that an advance 
over present prices is not necessary for the salvation of 
the industry, it is sufficient to know that the indications are 
decidedly against any decline and that holders may abide 
their time and make the buyers approach them when goods 
are wanted. 

Prices on tomatoes in the Baltimore market show no 
change of importance, though we understand that it is daily 
becoming harder to fill orders at these figures; the goods 
now being offered include only small lots ‘and that many 
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of the big packers in this section, or rather those packers 
who hold any quantity of goods, are seeking higher values. 
In the New’ York market some advances on tomatoes are 
foted, but not severe ones. Two and one-half cents is the 
usual increase, with no declines. 

. In future tomatoes, it is stated ‘that quite good orders 
have been booked at fair prices, that is, 65 cents for two’s, 
and 85 cents for threes, standard quality. The trading in 
futures, however, is not as brisk for this time of the year 
as it should be; some claim it is due to the lack of interest 
on the part of grocers, while brokers report that many 
packers have sold up to a safe margin of their pack. We 
think the latter case is true of the big fellows. 


In canned corn the market is steadily strengthening, 
and the demand is very good. In fact it is becoming ex- 
tremely difficult to get good standard corn at the quotations 
of recent publication, and some advances are announced. 
Extra standard Shoepeg has advanced five cents since 
last week, and standard western has gone up two and one- 
half cents. It is reliably reported that canned corn is not 
obtainable in sufficient quantities to supply the demand, 
and that many orders are being received but remain un- 
filled, due to lack of quality material, except at advanced 
prices. Holders of good quality corn have suddenly be- 
come very fond of their possessions, and are acting rather 
independent. In future corn the market is active and sell- 
ers:have been taking on trades that appealed to them, but 
the acreage situation has not changed greatly in the past 
month and it looks as if it will be much less than norinal, 
not through any effort of the packer, but because the farm- 
ers seem to see somie other crop that will pay them beiter. 
‘Whether this movement is due to a concentrated and organ- 
ized body who are keeping the planters informed, ?s u ques- 
tion, but it is so general throughout the entire country that 
‘t would seem that some force must be at work, offering 
them good prices for some other crop. Almost without ex- 
ception the corn planter is either asking more money for 
the same work, or declining. 

The pea planting season in almost every section of the 
country is from three to six weeks late, and out telegram 
from Wisconsin this week predicts higher prices and a scar- 
city of good peas due to this lateness. The weather is cooi 
and headway has not been made as in previous years. The 
spot market is about cleaned up on good canned peas, and 
futures have been selling rather freely during the past 
week. No advances have been noted and practically no 
changes in price at all, though one lot of early June sec- 
onds has caused the market to ease off two and one-half 
cents since our last issue. The market is reported as firm, 
but the tendency is not upward; there is an undertone that 
the jobbers claim is the sign for a decline, though many 
brokers state they can see no reason for such an assertion. 

In fruits, the announcement of Hawaiian Pineapple 
prices is about the most interesting happening; these may 
be found in the report of the California market. Apples 
and strawberries show a slight decline, the former being 
rather dull, due to the heavy supply of green goods on the 
various markets of the country. ‘Strawberries are also in 


plentiful supply now, in the green state, and the canned 
article is not due for a big sale. Other fruits now show 
advances or are steady at prices formerly quoted. Rasp- 
berries, blackberries, apricots, gooseberries all show slight 
advances. 


Cove oysters are showing an advance over recent quo- 


‘tations. This article has been slow selling for some time, 


but it is reported that the price of fresh oysters will stead- 
ily advance from now until September, and this report is 
no doubt effecting the canned articles. 

Attention is called to the fact that prices as quoted 
in The Canning Trade on Shrimp are f. 0. b. Baltimore 
for good quality stock. Some prices f. o. b. Louisiana 
packing points are from ten to fifteen cents lower than our 
quotations. Also the quotations refer to Gulf packed 
Shrimp. There is what is known as the Atlantic packed 
shrimp, which sells at considerably less than the Gulf 
packed article. This Atlantic shrimp is not yet well known 
and the prices are of an introductory nature; some claim 
the article is as good as the other, which remains to be 


seen. In the meantime, the prices differ widely and should 
not be compared. 


LABELING TOMATO CATSUP. 


From N. C. A. Bulletin, No. 35. 

We have the following letter from the Bureau of Chemistry 
on the above subject: : 

“Replying to your letter of March 30, enclosing bottle 
labels for . Tomato Catsup, and also neck labels for 
the same, the latter bearing statement “Net Weight 11 Ounces 
Avd.,” and inquiring if it is permissible to mark the quantity 
upon these labels, you are advised that the Net Weight Amend- 
ment requires that the statement of the quantity shall be plainly 
and conspicuously marked on the outside of the package. Par- 
agraph (c) of Food Inspection Decision 154 further defines the 
requirements in this respect. There appears no objection to a 
statement of the quantity of the contents upon a neck label, 
provided the package is plainly and conspicuously marked with 
the quantity of the contents in accordance with the regulatios.n

“Receipt is acknowledged of your letter of February 16, 
1916, stating that you have inquiries with reference to the 
proper way to express the weight on bottled catsup or pulp in 
view of the issuance of Food Inspection Decision 163. You in- 
quire whether the weight should be expressed in fluid ounces or 
avoirdupois. 

You are advised that if weight is intended it should be 
expressed in terms of avoirdupois pounds and ounces, as pro- 
vided in paragraph (f) of Food Inspection Decision 154. Fluid 
ounces are not units of weight, but are units of liquid measure.

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The New York Market 


General demand is good and many articles in short supply—Tomatoes in good demand, 


but prices unchanged—Corn 


is strong with an upward tendency—Peas are 


somewhat quiet, but firm—Other items from the West Side. 


Reported by Telegraph 


New York, May 19, 1916. 

The Market.—Apparently all varieties are enjoying a good 
trade and prices are tending upward rather than downward 
in practically all quarters. In a general way holders are con- 
vinced that supplies are short, and that it will be necessary to 
husband what they have of some varieties to make them last 
until new pack is ready for delivery. In a way they have im 
parted some of this belief to buyers and the situation is im- 
proving in consequence. Tomatoes have done better all the 
week. Corn has changed but little, but the change in most in- 
stances has been upward. In peas the market offers oppor- 
tunity for dealers to make something on their holdings. In- 
deed, the situation all through the list is promising and buyers 
are becoming more or less anxious to obtain supplies before 
they are entirely exhausted. 

Tomatoes.—A strong and advancing market is reported on 
both spot and future goods. Buyers have discovered that it is 
likely to be difficult to satisfy all their requirements, conse- 
quently they are going over the market very carefully, looking 
for lots at low prices and picking them up wherever they can 
find them. Holders, sure of their position, are no longer offer- 
ing anything below quotations, nor are they accepting anything 
a buyer may choose to give. The attitude of both sides of the 
trade has changed, and it has become a holders’ market. Old 
pack goods are strong at $1.00 for full standard No. 3s and 
82%%c for No. 2s, while No. 10s are held confidently at $3.45 
f. o. b. factory. Futures are more active and 80@82%c for 
No. 3s, season’s delivery, is the best buyers can do. No. 2s are 
not quite so active, but nothing below 60c is obtainable. For 
No. 10s $2.45 is the ruling quotation. With nearly three 
months to new pack and only one month’s supply on hand, the 
situation doesn’t look as rosy to buyers as it did awhile ago. 

Corn.—Fancy State and Maine pack are firm, with sales of 
Maine up to $1.20 here. New York standards are not freely 
offered and 75c appears to be about the best that can be done, 
with 77%c generally quoted. Maine style Southern pack is up 
to 80c outside, with some lots obtainable as low as 65c, but the 
inside figure is rarely touched. Western stock is quiet at 82%c 
outside, and some lots as low as 67 %c. 

Peas.—Reports from Wisconsin, where seeding began a 
month ago, two weeks late, are not promising, with acreage 
reduced and cold weather retarding growth. No seeding of con- 
sequence has been done in New York State because of the cold, 
wet weather. 
some holders asking 70c. Finer grades do not seem to be so 
generally wanted. Low grades are wanted, but are not freely 


offered. Supplies may last through to the new pack, but some 
are of the opinion that they will not. 

String Beans.—Not much change in most grades. A steady 
demand is taking out a fair quantity of nearly all, but in the 
main the situation is quiet. Supplies are ample, and with re- 
duced acreage in view, holders are of the opinion that prices 
will advance. 

Baked Beans.—Movement is without feature, but sales 
are moderate and prices well maintained. Scarcity of- dry 
beans is responsible for a portion of the stability of prices. 
Plain No. 1s are quoted at 50c, with No. 2s, 85c and No. 3s, 


$1.10. Extra standard No. 8s are held at $1.27%, and in 
~— No. 3s are firm at $1.15. Kidney No. 2s are quoted 
at 85c. 


Asparagus.—Buyers are giving the market considerable 
attention. Reports of a possible shortage in this season’s pack 
and a larger reduction of spot stocks than was supposed ap- 
pears to. have stimulated buying. Mammoth white is held at 
$2.45 and large white at $2.25. Small white is quiet at $1.95 
and mammoth green appears to be wanted at $2.30, White 
tips are $2.25, and green tips are $2.10. 


Cheap grades are strong at 67%4c inside, and 


Beets.—Movement is fair, though the competition of the 
fresh stock hurts trade. No. 2 standards are held up to 85c 
and No. 3 standards are quiet at $1.00. 

Succotash.—Supplies are not large and sales are made in 
a small way only at firm prices. Southern is held up to 90c. 


State is entirely out of first hands and quotations are with- 
drawn. 


Sweet Potatoes.—A slightly increased demand was noted, 
and business was done at full quotations. No. 3 standards are 
steady at 80c, and No. 10s at $2.70 for Maryland pack. 
Supplies are reported light. 


Squash.—Holders would be glad to see business pick up 


a trifle. No. 3s are quoted at 874%c, but No. 10s are no longer. 
available in first hands. , 


Pumpkin.—No more New Jersey pack is available. For 
New York stock $2.40 is quoted for No. 10s, and for Western 


pack up to $2.20 appears to be about the best that can be done. 

Spinach.— Sales have remained about the same, 
though most buyers are a little disposed to be conservative. 
For No. 3 standards 95c is asked and for No. 10s, $3.10. 

Fruits.—The market is not active, except in some of those 
varieties in which a shortage may develop. Most holders re- 
main firm in their views, but would be glad to welcome a bit 
more activity in nearly all sorts. Trade is quiet, and the sit- 
uation offers no prospect of an immediate change. 

Apples.—Not much activity is noted. Holders are not 
especially anxious, but they would be glad to have a little 
more demand. New York State pack is easy and buyers can 
obtain concessions upon almost anything if they insist upon it. 
Other State packs are even weaker and sales are made only as 
buyers need supplies. The tremendous quantities and low | 
prices of fresh apples has created an unsatisfactory condition 
for canned grades. 

Apricots.—Some scarcity has developed and holders are 
able to secure full prices, even though demand is light. The 
crop is light and the output will be greatly reduced. 

Cherries.—In the Southern California districts the crop is 
light and canners are forced to buy most of their fresh fruit 
from the northern counties, where they are paying $160 a ton, 
against $110 last year. Spot supplies are not liberal, and 
based on this year’s showing, holders are firm and refuse to 
make concessions. 

Peaches.—California is suffering from a reduction in the 
crop. Last year fresh fruit sold for $7.00@10.00 a ton. This 
year the same grades are quoted at $27.50@30.00 a ton. 
Sales of old pack No. 2% extra heavy lemon clings have been 
made at $1.75. Bids of $1.65 delivered have been declined in 
a number of instances. 

Pears.—Not more than one-third of a crop in California, 
it is said, and canners are paying $47.50 a ton this year, com- 
pared with $30.00@35.00 a ton last year. Spot goods are held 
firm with California standards up to $2.00 and extras $2.50, 
while No. 8s are steady at $3.50. 

Pineapple.—A fair business only has been done on Hawai- 
ian pack on the basis of opening prices. Stocks on the spot 
are relatively light and sales are made as needed. Buyers are 
not especially anxious to increase their stocks, but are watching 
the market carefully. Southern pack are steady at previous 
range of values. 

Rhubarb.—Packing is about to begin. Stocks are very 
low and sales are made in small quantities only. No. 10s are 
— at $2.00, but because of small offerings business is 
ight. 

Berries.—Strawberry packing is beginning in the South, 
but sales from 1916 pack have not yet been reported. Old 
stock is firmly held, ‘pending the development of the situation 
this year. 

Blackberries.—No change in the general situation is re- 
ported, and business is done in relatively small lots when it is 
done at all. Standard No. 2s are quoted at 60c and extra 
standards at 85c. 

Salmon.—A steady movement is reported in spot goods, 
and sales are made at about previous range, with a tendency 
upward on most sorts, Reduction of supplies and uncertainty 
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It receives the cans from the end soldering machine, 
automatically clamps and charges them with compressed air 
and carries them through the testing tank.

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of the pack this year combine to create a strong market. No. 1 
Alaska reds are steady at $1.62%%, though perhaps occasional 
sales are made at $1.60. No. 1 pinks are firm at 95c, but sales 
are extremely limited. Chums are 80c, under small supplies. 
This year’s packing operations do not seem to have yielded any 
important quantities thus far and holders, in the main, are firm 
in their views. 

Sardines.—Three-quarter mustards are notably firm and 
holders quote $2.75, though here and there one is reported to 
have sold as low as $2.50. A few sellers of keyless quarter- 
oils are accepting $2.75 f. o. b. Eastport for immediate deliv- 
ery, but the number is small. A light pack thus far this year 
is forcing up prices on all grades. 

Shrimp.—Some packers predict a shortage, basing their 
belief upon the fact that the Gulf spring pack is over and the 
output is short. One packer declares that not more than 5,000 
eases are left, and that none can be delivered for another 
month; and that canners’ stocks will be entirely exhausted be- 
fore the new season opens. Some packers are reported over- 
sold as much as -25,000 cases. The world’s requirements are 
400,000 cases a year, where the total pack the last five years 
has not averaged above 200,000 cases. A bid of $1.00 was 
refused on one lot of 2,400 cases of No. 1s and $2.00 for No. 
1%s. Some packers have advanced to $1.00 on No. 1s and 
$2.20 on No. 1%s. A few are still offering at 85c for No. 1s 
and $1.65 for No. 1%s f. o. b. factory. 


PICKED UP IN PASSING. 


At Oakdale, Cal., the cannery is running on peas, and finds 
the quality unusually good and prospects of a large yield. 

Frank Hollis, of Hollis & Co., Sedalia, Mo., was a trade 
visitor this week. He reports good business in his vicinity. 

Frank L. Dustan, of Dustan & Roberts, Norfolk, Va., 
bought groceries in this market this week. 

A sale of two cars of old pack tomatoes was reported at 
$1.00 per dozen f. o. b. New York for No. 3s. 

Sales of several thousand cases of future No. 3 tomatoes 
were made at 80c f. o. b. for New York account. Most holders 
quote 82%c. 

The packing season on herring roe is in progress and all 
reports received here indicate that the run of fish is light and 
there are no possibilities of a glut. The season is generally 
two weeks late and the pack is below normal. 

A Western packer writes that the output of old pack peas 
is considerably reduced, and holdings are much less than a 
year ago. It is estimated that packers have sold 1,000,000 or 
more cases the past two months. 

Norman J. Griffith, of the Stillville Canning Company, 
Stillville, N. Y., was in the New York market this week. He 
has been in New England, where he reports jobbers busy on 
general grocery products. He says, too, that up-State packers 
are not carrying over any considerable stock of beans, corn or 
peas. The pea acreage this year will be cut from 20 to 30 per 
cent. 

New pack standard spinach is offered from the South at 
65c for No. 2s, 85c for No. 3s, and $2.80 for No. 10s, f. o. b. 
factory, for prompt shipment. 

Frank C. Rollins, of Rollins & Duncan, Sedalia, Mo., was 
a visitor in the West Side trade this week. 

S. L. Dunstan, representing A. L. Rankin, Buffalo, was a 
trade visitor during the week, and reported business good in 
his vicinity. 

Advices from Portland, Me., report a fair run of sardines 
and a small accumulation in the hands of packers. No offer- 
ings under $2.65 f. o. b. Eastport for keyless quarter-oils are 
reported. 

Telegrams from Baltimore quoted future No. 3 tomatoes 
at 82%c f. o. b. factory for full delivery. The acreage this sea- 
son will fall short of last season. 

All business stopped last Saturday while New York gave 
testimony respecting its belief in preparedness. The grocery 
division began its march at 12.30 and gave a good account of 
itself and the trade interests it represented. No doubt where 
the New York business man stands on the question of pre- 
paredness. 

Advices from the West are to the effect that buyers have 
concluded several lines of canned foods demand greater atten- 
tion than they have been getting of late. And they add that 
this applies to both spot and future goods. Stocks in the 
hands of holders are not large and the situation promises 
higher prices. 

A Wisconsin pea canner says that his firm planted about 
40 per cent of its Alaskas during the week ending April 15. 
The second planting was during the week ending April 29, and 
planting was finished last week. They were a few days late 
— on sweet peas, but many of their neighbors were even 
ater. 

A letter from New York State pea-growing sections says 
that up to the middle of the week few, or no, peas were 
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planted. The ground was still wet and cold and all seed 
planted would be likely to rot. 

C. A. Clark, of Clark & Co., Concord, N. H., was a visitor 
in the West Side trade this week. 

The Maine clam-canning season has closed with a pack of 
50,000 cases. The average price of raw clams delivered at 
wharves was $3.75. 

C. P. Lawrence, of the Oldberg Company, Tacoma, Wash., 
was a buyer of groceries in the New York market this week. 
He went from here to Philadelphia. 

Japanese crab meat for August-September shipment from 
San Francisco offers on a basis of $14.75 a case for halves and 
$12.75 for No. 1s, deilvered New York. 

William Ely, head of the canned foods department of R. C. 
Williams & Co., has returned from a trip to Savannah, and is at 
his desk. 

A Coast advice says that the Golden State Company, of 
Ontario, has purchased the entire peach crop of the Tulare 
County, California, Growers’ Association. Tuscan clings sold 
at $35 per ton.; Philip clings, $32.50; Orange clings, $30; 
Lovell freestones, $25; Muir freestones, $22.50. Southern 
California packers are seeking to buy 8,000 peaches from this 
association. 

W. B. Dudley, of U. H. Dudley & Co., has returned from 
a week’s automobile trip through the South, including Wash- 
ington and Baltimore in the itinerary. 

Mail advices from Portland, Ore., report the reopening of 
salmon fishing on the Columbia River after two weeks’ cessa- 
tion. In the vicinity of Vancouver fish are ab undant, but 
not many are taken in the lower river yet. Canners have once 
more resumed operations and some are running to capacity. 

The bullish tomato circular issued by Willard G. Rouse, 
of the Easton Commission Company, has created considerable 
discussion in the New York trade. Furthermore, the criticisms 
therein contained are a little disturbing, too, and have contrib- 
uted a share toward this same discussion. It may be noted, 
however, that what he says about statistics has a good many 
supporters in this market, while others take exactly the oppo- 
site view. 

A lot of 500 cases No. 10 Hawaiian pineapple is offered at 
$4.15 delivered. 

Robert L. Enright, of Enright & Co., Sundusky, Ohio, was 
a grocery trade visitor this week. 

Advices from the South say pea canning begins in Dela- 
ware on June 5 

From Seattle, Wash., come advices to the effect that only 
two factors hold any considerable quantity of chum salmon and 
their stock is no more than 20,000 cases. The belief is that 
prices will advance beyond the present basis of 75c f. o. b. here. 
Holders are confident that prices will go to 80c or beyond. 

Scarcity of old pack three-quarter mustard sardines is re- 
ported and no new pack has yet been sold owing to scarcity and 
high cost of fish. All the principal canners refuse to sell key- 
less quarter-oils below $2.75 f. o. b. Eastport for prompt ship- 
ment. Old pack is still offered at this figure. 

Future Alaska peas are offered from Wisconsin points at 
$1.60 for No. 1; $1.30 for No. 2; $1.00 for No. 3, and 80c for 
No. 4. 

Letters from San Francisco say that the cherry canning 
season has opened. The crop is light, but the quality is better 
than usual. The bulk of the pack will be high grades. 

The pack of Hawaiian pineapple last year was 2,250,000 
cases, compared with 2,257,000 cases the previous year. Sales 
for future delivery have been liberal and this is relied upon to 
encourage production. j 

Advices from Bridgeville, Del., say that it is difficult to 
secure labor to pick and pack strawberries. Cost of production 
will advance because of this. 

Ninety thousand cases of canned food, the last shipment 
England permitted to land, sailed from Seattle, May 8. The 
shipment will be ianded under a special permit. 

L. A. Prentiss, of W. K. Roberts & Co., Philadelphia, was 
a trade visitor this week. 

S. L. Fanchon, of Smiley & Fanchon, Boston, was in the 
New York market this week. He reported salmon active and 
business good in other staple products. 

Several thousand cases of No. 4 and No. 5 Wisconsin peas 
were sold for New York account at 67% @70c delivered. 

A bid of 97%c for a car of No. 3 Maryland tomatoes was 
declined.

Market for canned apples is dull, due.to supply of green goods—Tomatoes are quiet in 
face of plentiful offerings—Corn is in demand—Peas are steady sellers—Sardines 


are dull. 


Reported by Telegraph 


Chicago, May 19, 1916. 

General.—The weather is and has been good. Business 
conditions are peculiar. Everyone seems to think that every- 
one else is making a lot of money and cannot understand why 
their own personal experience is different, and why everyone 
else seems to be catching the prosperity in pails full while they 
themselves are getting it only in drops. The condition of af- 
fairs in the canned foods line seems to be most anomalous and 
no one understands why. 

There are, however, a great variety of influences which are 
operating to depress the canned foods market, and each article 
in canned foods seems to have a different character of restrict- 
ive condition to hold it back. 

As an illustration, there are canned apples. The whole- 
sale grocers have found their purchases hanging on their hands 
all season, and they are now overstocked. 

The reason is that there was a “next-to-nothing” exporte- 
tion of apples in barrels this year to Europe, owing to war con- 
ditions, and the cold-storage warehouses were loaded up with 
green apples early and are still loaded. The holders have all 
season sold their stock so low that pie bakers could not afford 
to use canned apples, and this has left an accumulation of No. 
10 canned apples in first and second hands far beyond the needs 
of the country without an outlet, as the price on apples in bar- 
rels continues to decline and there is but little chance of a 
clean-up on the canned apples. 

In futures New York is offering at $2.25; Chicago and 
Michigan at less money. Spot canned apples ‘are really nom- 
inal as to price. 


Canned Tomatoes.—The market is flat and dull and there 


are more sellers than buyers, many more. The factors and 
speculators in the East are pushing local brokers with their tel- 
egrams trying to sell threes at $1.00, Baltimore rate basis 
(22c), and twos at 75c, Virginia rate basis (26144c). This may 
be a temporary condition, but it has had a very intimidating 
effect on buyers. 

Most of them here had telegrams direct from Eastern 
brokers and holders, and these duplicated; and persistent offer- 
ings have had a demoralizing effect, with the result that buyers 
are all out of the market and waiting for a break in prices. 

If canners would arrange to be represented by a reliable 
local broker in each main market and confine their postings to 
them, this pitiable exhibition of canners and holders promoting 
competition with themselves and beating themselves with their 
own clubs would not be possible. 

Canned Corn.—The market for canned corn is hungry. 
That is to say, that there is a good inquiry for standard and 
extra standard at fair prices. Local holdings are about cleaned 
up as between the wholesalers, and I do not know where the 
buyers are going to find supplice. Futures are quiet and with- 
out interest. 

Canned Peas.—The cheap lots have all been sold or with- 
drawn from the market and wholesale buyers are now at a loss 
where to find more with which to keep going the tremendous 
pea selling campaign which has been in progress for about a 
year or a little less. 

Buyers are negotiating purchases of good spot peas for 
holding until futures are deliverable, but assortments of any 
important quantities at low prices are hard to find. Strong 


buyers are in the market all the time for desirable lots. 


American Sardines.—Very little is heard about these 
goods. 


It is possible that the persistent policy of canners in 


packing poor qualities in miserable oil, pursuing the idea of 
not how good but how cheap the goods can’ be manufactured, 
is gradually killing the public interest in these goods, and they 
are going the way of the canned cove oyster, the sale of which 
grows less and still less every year. 

I hear talk of the appointment of inspectors at the sar- 
dine canneries, and infer that it is for the purpose of eliminat- 
ing some of the trash that it has become the fashion to put 
into cans. 

It is a great pity that the American Sardine industry 
did not fall into the hands of people with good hard sense 
like that of the salmon canners. 

Maybe a change is coming for the better. The price of 
tin, oil and raw material is advancing, and may have the 
effect of forcing the business up onto a higher plane of qual- 
ity and merit. 

California Fruits.—Stocks in Chicago are disappearing, 
and buyers are looking anxiously around for supplies. To 
their surprise and dismay the offerings are scarce and firmly 
held, and they find that the supposed big stocks “on the coast” 
are not available, and in fact have passed on to that borune 
from which good canned foods never return, the kitchen pan- 
try or the table. 

Some reserve stocks are being held by coast canners in 
New York City and Brooklyn, and they are now being called 
upon for assortment, where the goods are not to be had on 
the Pacific Coast. 

California Tomatoes.—The little flurry on No. 10 tomatoes 
from California has passed by and without any severe dis- 
turbance. The pulp-filled cans which came here were accepted 
and paid for, but they were not regarded as truly desirable. 
They look too much like the old style “hot packed” tomatoes, 
which were first boiled into pulp in a kettle, and then poured 
into the cans and sealed. 

Canned Spinach.—The supply on the market is about 
gone and the wholesalers are anxiously awaiting the arrival 
of the new pack which is now being put into the cans in 
Baltimore. The buying has not been heavy, however, as buyers 
feel that Fall-pack Spinach “stands up” better in the cans, 
and is made salable on that account. 

In mentioning Chicago houses that had moved to the 
North side of the Chicago River or were preparing to do so, 
last week I hastily overlooked several houses. The list is 
as follows: Sprague Warner & Co., 600 W. Erie Street; Reid 


. Murdock & Co., Clark Street Bridge; Montgomery Ward & Co., 


Chicago Avenue and River; Corbin Sons & Co., 421 W. Erie; 
B. A. Railton Co., 375 W. Erie; Mullatt-Johnson Co., 1776 
Winemac; Rockwood Bros., 26 W. Austin; and Steele-Wedeles 
Co., Dearborn Street Bridge.. Then the following houses are 
now building in that district: McNeil & Higgins Co., Grand 
and Seneca St.; John Sexton & Co., Kingsborg and Illinois St. 

The big attraction, as I have before stated, is track 
switching and tunnel railway facilities, and a getting away 
from the loop district. More room, light, storage capacity, 
wider streets, and less cartage or none at all in, and a re- 
duced cartage out, are also considerations.

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MEETING OF NATIONAL EXECUTIVE 
COMMITTEE. 


Held at Hotel La Salle, Chicago, May 17th—Approves Daily 
Market Report on Corn—<Action on Box Specifications— 
Cleveland Selected as Next Convention City. 


Promptly on- the day set, and closely to the hour sched- 
uled, the Executive Committee, together with the members of 
the Board of Directors of the National Canners’ Association, 
was called to order by President Richard Dickinson. It has 


become a custom with this representative and influential body 
of business men to eliminate all lost motion and go right to 
the heart of the business in hand. 

Mr. Geo. N. Numsen as Chairman of the Finance Commit- 
tee, then made a verbal report, stating that the Committee had 
held two sessions sinee the recent Convention; 


that the

finances were in very good condition; but that suggestions as 


to ways of raising more funds were fewer by far than those of 
how to spend it. 


Secretary Gorrell gave a resume of his office’s work,call- - 


ing particular attention to the formation of the Sardine Sec- 
tion, which now embraces 99 per cent of all sardine packers; 
and stating that Dr. Loomis, now in charge of the inspection 
feature, originated and financed by the sardine packers, now 
had 15 assistants, and would soon have 25 in all. 

Secretary Gorrell explained that every case of sardines 
would be labeled with a sticker showing that the sardines had 
been packed in conformity with the rigid inspection adopted 
and enforced by the National Canners’ Association. 

Daily Corn Market Endorsed. 

Considerable discussion ensued here over the endorsement 
of the proposed Daily Market on Corn Sales, as is now done 
with tomatoes. It was first intended that both peas and corn 
would be included, but the Pea Section reported not ready as 
yet. The Corn Section has endorsed the plan, but have not 
presented it to the National body, as did the tomato canners. 
The entire scheme was worked up by half a dozen interested 
tomato canners, who had faith in it, and were willing to stand 
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the expense until it was self-supporting. When they had the 
plan perfected in this way they presented it to the National 
Association, and the scheme was approved. The tax on the 
tomato canner is $1.00 per thousand cases, with $5.00 as a 
minimum and $75.00 as a maximum. Signers rapidly came in 
and the plan was soon on a self-supporting basis. The Corn 
Section has simply expressed a desire for a similar Daily Mar- 
ket Report, but this meeting finally decided to help matters 
along by passing the following resolution: 

“Resolved, That the Executive Committee approve 
the adoption of a Daily Market Report. 

Resolved, That the Secretary notify the Corn Section 
that the National Canners’ Association is ready to serve 
them in the matter of the Daily Market Report in the 
same manner and on the same terms as service is now 
rendered to the Tomato Section.” 


This was unanimously passed; and it now remains for the 
Corn Section to get a few of its progressive men together and 
begin the movement. It was decided to handle it through Sec- 
retary Gorrell’s office until the contributing members showed 
they were ready and willing to stand the expense of a special 
Secretary at Chicago. 


GEO. N. NUMSEN 


The question of a Woman’s Auxiliary in connection with 
the National Convention was referred to the Program Com- 
mittee. 

The Report of Publicity Committee. 

The Crary plan of advertising canned foods was brought 
up, but Chairman Burden called attention to the splendid little 
book gotten out by Dr. and Mrs. Bitting, referred to in these 
pages last week. A first edition of 5,000 has practically been 
exhausted by the clubs and schools of Domestic Science and 
more are to be used; besides an even more extensive campaign 
along this same line. These, with some other special efforts, 
it was decided, was sufficient at this time. 

A. I. Judge called attention to the meeting of the Interna- 
tional Association of Chefs at the Waldorf-Astoria, New York, 
in August, and suggested that by all means a committee attend 
in an effort to have the hotels and restaurants cease denying 
the use of canned foods. The influence and importance of this 
association of chefs was shown, and the suggestion was re- 
ferred to the Publicity Committee and favorable action sug- 
gested. 

In the matter of Cost Accounting, Secretary Gorrell re- 
ported that the Federal Trade Commission was now in close 
touch with this and working on it.

To Nail The Ptomaine Poison Myth. 


The industry has long known that ptomaine poisoning 


from canned foods is impossible, but there is no precedent or 
definite chemical decision to establish this fact. ~ Accordingly 
the Research Committee, of which Vice-President Henry Bur- 
den is chairman, decided to have this question definitely de- 
‘~ided. In casting about for the proper authorities to do this 
‘bacteriological, chemical and tonalogical work, the leading 
authorities of the country said the National Canners’ Labora- 
tories were fully competent and would be recognized. It will 
require approximately $30,000 per year for three years to 
persue this study to an end, and so a pledge for this amount 
is being circulated for signatures. A good number put their 
names down for large sums at this meeting and it is open to all. 
‘With this myth officially laid at rest, as this will do, there will 
be nothing left to attack canned foods with as in the past. It’s 
‘the biggest and best movement undertaken yet, and should 
have every canner’s support. 
Engrossed Resolutions to G. N. Numsen. 

At this point President Dickinson, in a very neat speech, 
presented Ex-President Geo. N. Numsen a handsomely-en- 
grossed and framed set of resolutions, expressing the esteem 
and high regard of the Executive Committee and of the Asso- 
ciation for his splendid services as President. 

In replying Mr. Numsen said that it was a delightful 
pleasure to know that his efforts were so appreciated, and that 
he would treasure this remembrance all his life. 


Luncheon was then served on the next floor to all in at- 
tendance. 


The Box Question. 


The railroads, as all know, have determined to secure 
some standard for canned foods cases or boxes, and a com- 
mittee of this Association, a like committee from the National 
Wholesale Grocers’ Association, and the United States Forest 
Products Laboratory finally decided upon tentative specifica- 
tions covering various kinds of woods. These were published 
in the National Canners’ Association Bulletin No. 34. Ap- 
proval of this Bulletin was asked, and with minor changes it 
was given; except that the most important style of box used by 
canners, namely, that made from short-leaf yellow pine from 
North Carolina and Virginia, was entirely omitted from Bul- 


letin No. 34. After long and spirited debate on this, it was 
finally decided to add this style of wood (and box) to the speci- 
fications as a rider. In the meantime the proper tests of this 
box will be made and attached to the specifications as they are 
presented to the Society for Testing Materials, which meets the 
latter part of June. 


Statistics. 


It was decided to collect and compile statistics this year, 
just as was done last year. A committee will ask the National 


Wholesale Grocers’ Association to compile statistics of hold- 


ings—has, in fact, approached that Association on this already 
—and it is thought they will comply, giving two counts each 
year, one about January ist and the other about July Ist. 


The newly-formed Sections for Sardines, and also Fruits 
were approved 


The question of shipping unlabeled canned foods in open 
cases, the tops tied in bundles, at regular freight rates, is.to be 


taken up with the Western Classification Committee of the 
railroads. 


President Hutto, of the Indiana Canners’ Association, ex- 


tended an invitation to all to attend the meetings a his Asso- 
ciation at Indianapolis. 


President Dickinson then announced that after a long de- 
termination the Committee had decided upon Cleveland, Ohio, 
as the next Convention City, and that the Hotel Statler is to be 
headquarters. 

Mrs. Pfeffer then outlined her plan of demonstrating and 
selling canned foods. She does this at her own expense, and 
merely asks co-operation. 


The meeting then adjourned. 
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ARTHUR D. WELLER IS KILLED NEAR 
FREMONT. 


The sudden death of one of thé industry’s active men al 
reported to us by our friend, A. E. Slessman, and the account of 
the accident as given in the’ local paper is.so complete that 
give it here: > 


“Arthur D. Weller was struck ‘by. a Lake Erie & Westein 
train, about four miles east of Fremont, O., Thursday after- 
noon, April 27th, and was instantly killed. This startling if 
formation came to Oak Harbor by wire Thursday afternoon, 
about 3 o’clock, and was received with dismay and consterng- 
tion by our people, In the prime. of life, hale. and hearty, 
cheerful and happy, energetic and full of hustle, competent to 
do and always doing, and then suddenly cut down without 
warning—it was one of the most severe shocks that has ever 
come to our little city. To say that his wife’and. parents af 
brother are heart-broken is unnecessary. hee whole comme 
ity is bowed in sorrow. : 


“The deceased left Oak Harbor bright and early Friday 
morning for Sandusky county to solicit cabbage contracts for 
The J. Weller Co. He was joined by Al Slessman, of Fremont, 
who is in the kraut business there, and the two were working 
together. About four miles east of Fremont, along the Lake 
Erie & Western Railway, they had closed a contract and were 
about to leave and hurry on, when Mr. Weller thought of some- 
thing he wanted in the auto, being especially anxious to get all 
done possible and get back to Oak Harbor in plenty of time for 
the Oak Harbor Business Men’s annual banquet, in which be 
was to take a prominent part.

3-pound tin. The idea of this, no doubt, is on account of the 
prices on canned tomatoes and baked beans advancing so 
sharply during the past six or eight months. The canners are 
anxious to produce a tomato tin, etc., that will sell to the con- 
sumer at a popular price, and_still allow a margin of profit for 
themselves and the trade. The experience with a No. 3 tin is 
that it can seldom be got down to the popular price basis, and 
this injures the consumption greatly.

FREIGHT RATES AND SHIPPING NEWS. 


By. HERBERT SHERIDAN, Traffic Manager. 
The Canned Goods Exchange of Baltimore. 


The rail and lake service from the Maryland section is 
to be served by the Great Lakes Transit Corporation. 

The Eastern Trunk Lines operating steamers on the 
Great Lakes, discontinued service under directions of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission because of requirements of the 
Panama Canal Act, which forbids operation of steamer lines 
by railroads in competition with the rail owners. The steamers 
were disposed of and the Great Lakes Transit Corporation was 
formed, taking over many of the steamers that were formerly 
operated between Buffalo, Chicago, and Duluth. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad has published tariffs which 
became effective on May 8th, 1916, naming through west- 
bound rates in connection with the Great Lakes Transit Cor- 
poration (the route to be known as the Anchor Line) to 
Chicago, Ill., Milwaukee, Wis., Lake Superior Ports and St. 
Paul, Minn. points via Duluth. The basis of rates to these 
points will be the same as those in effect prior to the close of 
navigation last season. Through rates beyond the lake ports 
in connection with rail lines are restricted to points in 
Wisconsin andMinnesota taking St. Paul rates. No through 
rates rail and lake are made to points in Illinois, (except 
Chicago), or to Missouri points; the rates to Cleveland and 
Detroit, Mich. are removed and rates to the latter points must 
now be made in connection with the Detroit and Cleveland 
Navigation Company. 

The rates to points in Wisconsin and Minnesota are not 
as numerous as formerly,as the following western lines are the 
only participants in the tariff: 

Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis and Omaha; Great North- 
ern; Minneapolis, St. Paul & Sault SteMarie; Northern Pacific. 

The rates on canned foods to the lake points, and points 
shown in the tariffs as taking the same rates are as follows: 

Baltimore to Chicago, Ill., Milwaukee, Wis., *Mackinack 
Island, *Sault Ste Marie, Dollar Bay, Duluth, Hancock, Hough- 
ton, **Hubbell, Itasca Dock, *Marquette and Superior, in car 
lots, 22cents, less car lots 30 cents; to St. Paul, 29 cents, less 
car lots 40 cents; to Detroit, 17 cents, less car lots 26 cents. 

The Great Lakes Transit Corporation have no docks at 
these star (*) points, and rates will not include dockage. (This 
represents no change). 

Rates exclusive of dockage and Torch Lake Canal Tolls, 
are indicated thus, (**). 

Detroit is in connection with the Detroit and Cleveland 
Navigation Company. 

It is possible that as time passes the number of concurring 
carriers beyond the lake ports will be increased and through 
rates to interior points will again become general. 

*‘ The attention of the trade is drawn to the fact that rates 
of the Merchants & Miners Transportation Company between 
Baltimore and Philadelphia, and Savannah and Jacksonville, 
are uninsured rates. The M. & M. T. Co. will be glad to take 
care of insuring shipments on application of the shipper. The 
rate of insurance will be 15 cents per $100.00 of value. (Cir- 
cular 390—I. C. C. 422.) 

The divorcement of the steamer lines of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad (which, by the way, was not advocated by the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, but recommendation made at the time of 
hearing that the inquiry be continued and successive hearings 
held in order to determine whether the lines were being oper- 
ated in the interest of the public, also the full duty of common 
carriers was performed by these lines) caused removal of sun- 
dry freight rates and increased transportation charges through 
addition of local rates on shipments destined to sundry consum- 
ing centers in the east and west. To illustrate: The local in- 
terstate rate on canned foods from points on the B. C. & A. 
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steamer lines, viz.: Salisbury, Vienna and Easton, Md., points 
on the Pocomoke, Nanticoke, Wicomico, Occahannock and 
Choptank River lines is 13.7 cents per 100 lbs. From points 
on the M. D. & V. steamer lines (Queenstown) and points on 
the Chester River Line, the rate is 12.6 cents per 100 lbs. At 
the present time, to make through rates, the foregoing must be 
added to the local rates made by the various lines operating 
from Baltimore. This condition was somewhat modified, 
effective May 15th, 1916, by publication of a proportional rate 
of 10.5 cents per 100 lbs. on canned foods from the points 
named to Baltimore. 

The joint through rates that were formerly in effect will 

“be restored from some points June 1st, 1916, and remaining 
points will probably be covered by June 15th, 1916. There will 
be an advance in these new rates of 1 cent per 100 lbs. over 
the rates that prevailed prior to April 1st, 1916. 

Rates from any point to any point will be supplied by this 
office on request. 

Some shippers do not appreciate the fact that there is a 
time limit for filing claims for complete or partial loss. 

Please refer to conditions of uniform bill of lading found 
on the back of shipping blanks and note that Section 3 is 
changed, effective June 1st, 1916, to permit filing of claims for 
total loss within six months after a reasonable time for delivery 
has elapsed, instead of four months as at present. 

This change must not be confused with the filing of claims 
for partial loss or damage. Such claims must be made in writ- 
ing to the carriers at point of delivery or point of origin within 
four months after delivery of the property as heretofore. 

In this connection, Interstate Commerce Commission Con- 
‘ference Ruling 456 states, that, provision of Uniform Bill of 
Lading requiring claims for loss, damage or delay, to be filed 
within above mentioned periods is lawfully complied with when 
written notice of intended claim describing the shipment with 


reasonable definiteness is filed with originating or delivering 
carriers. 


POTATO PLANTING. 


By Carl Langenbeck, Chemist, The Lime Service Bureau, Wash. 


“Do not put barnyard manure, lime, or wood ashes on 
the potato ground.” This is American experience, with an 
average production of 150 bushels to the acre. 

“Lime potato ground moderately, and use wood ashes, if 
available.”’ This, German experience with an average produc- 
tion of 350 bushels to the acre. 

What is the meaning of this contradiction? It means only 
that scab infested seed develops scab faster than potato in a 
sweet soil, although the healthy potato in a healthy soil only 
grows generously when the soil is sweet. 

Why is this true? Because the potato is a heavy potash 
feeder. Potato fertilizers contain ten per cent. potash. You 
cannot get such this year, and you are therefore, compelled 
to get the potash from the soil hoard. This is only possible 
with lime. The American farmer is, therefore, ‘between the 
devil and the deep, blue sea,” and he must steer a middle 
course. Lime moderately, and be sure to kill all scab and 
“little potato fungus” on the seed. 


For this purpose, mix one pint of formalin from the drug 
store with thirty gallons of water. Hang the seed potatoes 
in a sack in the barrel for two hours, then spread on a clean 
floor, washed with the same solution, to dry, before cutting. 
Where “‘stem rot” is feared, as well as scab, dissolve two ounces 
of corrosive sublimate in two gallons of hot water. When 
dissolved, pour into twelve gallons of water in a barrel, and 
hang the sack of potatoes in for one and one-half hours. Dry 
on a clean floor, wiped with the same solution before cutting, 
and do not forget you are handling poison and must wash your 
hands after using the liquid and cutting the potatoes. 


If potatoes are planted in a rotation and do not follow 
the same crop, if the soil is well aerated by cultivation and the 
seed disinfected, liming the soil is without danger, and this will 
supply the heavy potash need.

Gold weether and frost has done but little damage so far—Indications point to short crops 


} San Francisco, Cal., May 19, 1916. 
‘Weather Cold.—On May 7th a disastrous frost visited 
Northern and Central California and considerable damage was 
done to some early crops, principally grapes and vegetables, as 
was reported in “The Canning Trade” of May 15th. The frost 
as the latest in 40 years,and only the fact that fruits were well 
advanced prevented damage from being heavier than is the case. 
8 it is, the crops that canners depend upon were injured but 
ightly, only a few tomatoes being damaged. Wine grapes in 
gome districts were ruined and potatoes and beans were badly 
bitten. Cool weather is ruling generally and fruit is now ripen- 
ing slowly. Cherries are in fair supply and canneries will soon 
be in operation on these, and both peaches and apricots are 
making their appearance in the markets in limited quantities, 
ds are also blackberries and loganberries. 
E Shorter Crops Likely.—As the growing season advances it 
is becoming more and more apparent that crops will be lighter 
this season than was anticipated a few weeks ago. The apricot 
ind cherry crops will be very light, and it now seems as though 
the output of peaches and pears will be below the normal, tak- 
ing the State as a whole. Canners are now in the market for 
cks and sales are being freely made at much higher prices 
than ruled a short time ago. From $40 to $50 a ton are being 
paid for choice canning apricots, and some growers seem dis- 
posed to dry their crops rather than sell for less than $40 or- 
chard run, ..In some districts canners are paying 8 cents a 
pound for Royal Anne cherries and 6 cents for blacks. Lake 
County pears are being contracted for at $30 a ton, which 


means about $40 delivered at the Bay canneries. An organiza- 
tion of peach : growers in the San Joaquin Valley, which con- 
trols about 7,060 tons of peaches; has fixed prices for the sea- 
son as follows: Tuscan clings, $35 a ton; Phillip clings, 
$32.50; orange clings, $30; Lovell freestones, $25, and Muir 
freestones, $22.50. Packers are purchasing strawberries in the 
open market at San Francisco at 3 cents a pound. The heavy 
demand for asparagus has induced canners to contract for 
stocks for a considerable period in advance, and some large 
plantings will be made this season. One packer has closed a 
contract for the output of a 800-acre field for ten years at 3% 
¢ents-a pound for white and 2% cents for green, delivered at 
the cannery. 

*,Demand to Be Good.—Joseph Durney, manager of the 
Griffith- Durney Co., has returned home from an extensive East- 
ern trip on which he made a careful study of business condi- 
tions in general. He found the canned food market in splendid 
shape and believes that there will be no difficulty in disposing 
of everything that can be packed on the Pacific Coast this year. 
With labor so well employed, both in the manufacturing and 
farming districts, and at high wages, California products are 
expected to be in greater favor than ever before.

No. 10—Extra sliced, $5.25; extra crushed or grated, 
sweet, $5.25; extra crushed or grated, in juice, $4.00; stand- 
ard quality, sliced, $4.75; standard crushed or grated, sweet; 
$4.75; standard crushed or grated, in juice, $3.75; tid-bits, 
$5.25. 

Whole pineapple in syrup in the No. 2% size is offered at 
$1.80; Picnic tall, grated, at 75c; broken slices in syrup at 
$1.30 for No. 244, $1.00 for No. 2 tall, and $4.50 for No. 10: 
Extra sliced in juice, No. 10, are quoted at $4.75; Tid-bits in 
juice at $4.25, and broken slices in juice at $4.00. These prices 
are for goods f. o. b. Honolulu or San Francisco, seller’s option, 
Prices are slightly higher than those named last year, on ac- 
count of the increased cost of sugar, the smaller pack and 
steady growth in the demand. The spot market is very strong 
and jobbers’ as well as packers’ stocks are low on almost all 
grades. There is some stock on hand at the Island canneries, 
but there is great difficulty in securing cargo space; and this 
will prove to be a serious drawback when the new pack. is 
ready. As early orders will have the preference in the matter 
of deliveries, it is anticipated that a large volume of business 
will be offered at once. __ 

Coast News Notes.—The packing of peas at Oakdale, Cal., 
is now under way and the output is quite heavy, the crop being 
in good shape, despite the long dry spell. This is the last sea- 
son that the Pacific Pea Packing Company will grow its own 
peas, it being the plan to sell the large holdings near Oakdale 
and contract for the peas needed. ; 

The F. E. Booth Company, a corporation formed to consoli- 
date the F. E. Booth fishing and packing interests, has been per- 
mitted by the Commissioner of Corporations to issue stock to 
F. E. Booth, W. G. H. Croxon, G. D. Booth, M. D. Eisner and 
H. J. Brodsky in exchange for the property of the Monterey 
Packing Company, the Sacramento River Packing Company 
and the business conducted under the firm name of F. E. Booth; 
The principal business is the packing of sardines at Monterey, 
Cal. 

The California peach growers have successfully completed 
a campaign to secure control of 75 per cent of the peach acre- 
age of the State and have secured stock subscriptions to the 
value of $600,000. J. F. Niswander, vice-president of the or 
ganization, - has been elected manager, and headquarters are to 
be opened at Fresno, Cal. Al Sunderland is secretary. 


The Tulare County Canning Peach Growers’ Association 
has been organized at Visalia, Cal., and Frank Lanning, regis- 
trar of the U. S. Land Office, has been chosen president. The 
organization will control about 7,000 tons of fruit and none 
will be sold below a minimum price which has been agreed 
upon. 

The Upper Lake Canning Company has commenced the 
erection of a cannery at Ukiah, Cal. Operations will be con- 
fined this year to beans raised on its own property.

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— OUR CANNED FOODS HAVE IMPROVED 
EACH YEAR.

- Did you ever stop to think what the effect would be if, 
from the daily round of our national life, there should be elim- 
inated, with its varied contents, the humble but ubiquitous tin 
can? 


Four thousand million of these servants are called into 
existence every year, to be filled with the perishable products 
of field and orchard, making them available in every corner of 
our country at all times during an entire twelvemonth. 

: Every person in the United States is more or less inti- 
mately acquainted with canned foods, but very few are ac- 
oe, with the canning industry or with those responsible 
for it. 

' To illustrate the scope of this activity it may be cited that 
at the recent annual convention of the National Canners’ As- 
sociation at Louisville, Kentucky, there were present over 
twenty-five hundred members, representing States from Maine 
to California and from Alaska to Texas, over thirty State and 


National Food Commissioners and some forty wholesale dis- 
tributers. 


These men represent actively competing lines as well as 
the censors of food products, but meeting together annually, as 
they have for the past nine years, they have acquired so much 
mutual respect and good fellowship that all have but one ob- 
ject, that of placing their organization upon the highest plane 


of. dignity and in a condition to warrant complete public confi- 
dence. 


This condition is possible only as we bear in mind the 
ideals on which the National Canners’ Association is founded. 
They are: absence of commercialism, concentration upon excel- 
lence of product, insistence upon scientific standards, patience 
in dealing with those who fall below standards and painstak- 


ingly teaching them higher aspirations, application of scientific 
research to food problems. 


It is hardly necessary to enlarge upon these ideals. The 
absence of commercialism removes at once all doubt of sincer- 
ity. Nobody can trade on the name of the association. Its ap- 


proval is above price and is measured in the satisfaction that 
comes with work well done in the service of mankind. 
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The Association maintains in the City of Washington, the 
National Capital, a remarkably well-equipped laboratory under 
the direction of expert chemists who have had years of train- 
ing as critics of pure food. The services of this laboratory are 
open to members at cost, and in addition investigations of pro- 
cesses and improvements in technical operation are being con- 
tinually made. 

When knowledge comes to the Association that careless- 
ness or lack of attention to sanitation or other details is charac- 
istic of the plant of any member, immediate steps are taken to 
inspect such premises and to correct errors. 


The latest achievement of the National Canners’ Associa- 
tion is the beginning of the movement for the adoption of sci- 
entific standards for all canned foods. 


This work cannot all be done in the twinkling of an eye, 
but an excellent beginning has been made, and before long it 
will be possible to purchase goods that will be clearly and in- 
telligently labeled as to quality, and when so indicated will be 
uniform, or at least as uniform as it is possible sal natural 
products to be. 


A VEGETABLE OR A FRUIT. 
B. Landreth. 


We are constantly asked by our business correspondents 
whether a bean pod is a fruit of a vegetable, or whether this, 
that, or the other is a fruit or a vegetable, and to such inquiries 
always respond that scientifically anything following the flower 
is a fruit, and such are beans, peas, eggplant, squash, melons, 
corn, tomato, just as much fruit as strawberries cherries, 
olives, all of which follow the blossom. But we ask the reader 
to observe that all these last are provided with woody stems, 
while the first are grown on soft-wooded plants. 


True vegetables used on the kitchen table are all of them 
developed to edible condition weeks, sometimes months, prior 
to blooming, which of course precedes seeding, as cabbage, 
onion, beet, radish, turnip, these all being collections of tissue 
matter which is edible, sometimes raw, sometimes cooked. 

But in practical garden operations, the scientific descrip- 
tion is ignored and all annual and biennial plants grown in the 
kitchen garden are for convenience classed as vegetables.

A pill to create a tariff commission which was Seavinnh tna’ 
reintroduced into the .House by Representative Rainey, of 


Hiinois, has been analyzed and endorsed by a special committee 


@f the Chamber of Commerce of the United States, of which 
‘Daniel P. Morse, of New York, is the chairman. This:action 
imeans that in the opinion of the committee the bill accords 
‘with the principles for.which the membership of the National 
Chamber declared in a referendum which was carried by an 
overwhelming vote. Accordingly the committee is now asking 
the members of the Chamber of Commerce.of the United States 
‘to support the Rainey bill, the text of which is printed in a - 
_pamphlet just sent out from the Washington headquarters, and 
‘to do what they can towards its enactment at this session of’ 
"Congress. 
3 What the Rainey Bill Provides. 


The bill provides*for a tariff commissioh ‘of six members ‘?’ 


to be appointed by the President and confirmed by the Senate, - 
‘but not more than three of these members to be of the same 
spolitical party. The members would serve for a normal term of 
‘twelve years and receive a salary of $10,000 per year each. The 
President would designate the chairman and vice-chairman. 
There would be a secretary at $6,000. With the exception of 
the secretary and a clerk to each commissioner and such ex-., 
‘perts as might be’employed from time to time by the commis- 
sion, all employees of the commission would be under the clas- 
‘sified civil service. For the expenses of the commission there 
would be an appropriation of. $300,000 each year. The com-— 
‘mission would have its head office in Washington, but it might

The commission is to make- investigations, not. only upon 
the request of the President or of the appropriate committee of 
other House, but also upon the request of either House. 

- The’ duties and responsibilities of the cost-of-production 
division of the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce, and 


' the Staff-of this division, are transferred to the tariff commis- 


sion. The commission would have discretionary power to in- 


vestigate commercial treaties, preferential provisions, volume 


of importations compared with domestic production, all condi-

, The commission could require the attendance of witnesses 
from any part of the United States, the production of ‘books, 
papers, .documents, etc., issue subpoenas and enforce them 
through the courts.

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As Brokers View The Market 


Latest information from many sections of the country 
as viewed by the leading Brokers—The canned food 
situation as IT IS—Reports mainly by wire. 


BALTIMORE, MD. 


Baltimore, Md., May 20th, 1916. 

The stability of the market for tomatoes is causing com- 
ment amongst the jobbers and attracting the attention of con- 
servative buyers who very seldom stray from the safety-first 
principle. There was an increase in the buying of futures this 
week, and the average size of the orders was larger than it 
was in any week since the last half of March. It was the char- 
acter of quiet, steady buying which indicates confidence rather 
than speculation, and the basis of it appears to be substantial. 
There is no item that enters into the cost of making the goods 
that shows any likelihood of declining in price, consequently 
there is no incentive for those canners who are sometimes in- 
clined to take a chance, by making some concession as to prices, 
to secure further orders for future tomatoes. It looks safe to 
buy futures at today’s prices. 


Nothing of special interest in spot tomatoes developed dur- 
ing the week. On some days the market acted as though an 
advance in prices was in sight, and a firm undertone continued 
- up to the close today. In view of the small stocks, compara- 
tively, in the hands of the canners, and in the public ware- 
houses here, it is a surprise to the holders that the prices have 
not reached higher figures, and they still have hopes in that 
direction which may or may not be realized. The records show 
that there have been important advances in the prices of spot 
tomatoes during May, June and July in seasons when there 
were less substantial reasons fdr it than there are now. Pick 
up any attractive offerings at the present prices. 


The canning season here for the spring crop of spinach is 
now at its height and the quality was never better. The un- 
seasonably cool weather is expected to cause a reduced output, 
and intending buyers should look it up now. 


Spot corn is getting to be quite strong again, and some 
grades are pretty well cleaned up. For future delivery the 
market is firmer for the cheaper grades as well as for the 
fancy quality Maine style and Shoepeg. Spot sweet potatoes

show further indications of advancing, and they are worth im- 
mediate attention if you will need some of them before next 
fall. There was small buying this week of the other lines of 
vegetables, and no material changes in the prices of them. 


The canning season for peas is near at hand, but there is 
very little interest in them shown by the jobbers, excepting for 
some of the fancy grades out of the first pack of the early ar- 
rivals. Samples and quotations will be sent on receipt of your 
inquiry. 

New strawberries are expected to arrive in quantities for 
canning purposes during the coming week, some few having al- 
ready been canned. Last season’s pack of fancy strawberries 
was closely sold out and a ready sale is expected for the new 
goods. There has been no large buying of any kind of fruits 
for future delivery. Spot berries are dull, and the orders for 
them are very light. Pears, apples and peaches are in fair de- 
mand. 

Cove oysters continue firm as to prices with little buying. 
Herring roe is very strong with small offerings.

The Canning Trade: Pineapple is now moving strongly 
and demand is good; the opening prices and deliveries are now 
the only uncertain features. The apricot crop is estimated to 
be in the neighborhood of 60 per cent of normal. Peaches are 
expected to amout to about 75 per cent of normal. Practically 
all of the asparagus pack has been sold, and the drought is di- 
minishing the output to quite an extent. Many inquiries are 
being received here for future salmon, but the prices are not 
expected to be named until later. Columbia River salmon is 
said to be selling on the basis of last year’s opening prices.
